CHARLESTON, 8. C,, August 9.—[Speeia).}— 
The board of health teday declared a quarantine 
against the Florida infected ports on account 
of yellow fever. The quarantine is notonly 
by sea but on land. 

Ininedfately on receipt of official notifica. 
tion from Surgeon General Hamilton of the 
extent of yellow fever in Jacksonville, two 
detectives wero dispatcled to Ashley junction, 
seven miles hence, with orders to allow neither 
passengers. nor baggage from Florida toenter 
the city; and the superintendent of railway 
uiall service was notitied to receive no Plorida 
mail until it had been fumigated.

Neither passengers nor ¢ars weie to 
come to the city., 

A squad of eight policemen was sent this 
evening toSouthover Junction, four miles from 
the city, where the Charleston and [*forida 
roads meet. City Marshal Wade and Clerk of 
the Council Rebarer went to Jesup to Warn 
passengers of the quarantine. These ordcrs 
were issued by Acting Mayor Schwarz. 

Tonight Mayor Lester arrived from Atlanta 
and lifted the quarantine so as to let the trains 
iron Jacksonville come in tonight. Passen- 
| gers from Jacksonville are not to be admitted 
| to the city. The health officer, Dr. Brenner, 
protested against any ears of freight, express 
or passengers coming into the city. This pro- 
test was overruled by the mayor and J. F.

Chairman Culberson Accedes to @ Request 
to Call the Committee Together—They 
Will Meet at 9 O'Clock Today.

The threatened split in the good old demo- 
eratic party of good old Fulton has been 
averted, and peace once again reigns in War-

The story of the way in which harmony was 
brought about is full of interest. = 

Yesterday morning about the hour of eight 
Judge W. R. Hammond indited the follow- 
ing agreement and forthwith dispatched it by 
a ewilt-footed messenger to the Hon. John B. 
Goodwin, with the accompanying note: 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 9, 1548.—We agree to re- 
quest Chairman Culberson to call a meeting of the 
democratic executive commitiee at once, for the 
purpose of ordering such a guarded primary as they, 
in their judgment, may deem best. We further 
agree, and pledge our honor as men, that we will 
use'no money in said primary for the pur,ose of 
procuring men to work for usin said clection, nor 
will we countenance or permit sucha thing to be 
done by our friends. Ne-ther will we hire or permit 
to bz hired or used for us any carriages or convey- 
auces of any sort to haul voters to the polls or else- 
where on said day. W. R. HAMMOND. 

Mr. J. B, Goodwin—Dear Sir: I hand you the 
above agreement signed by mg Mr. Rice must 
sign it within an honrand return itto me, or I am 
not bound byit. Thereason isthat time is short. 
It is my ultimatum since our failure to agree on 
yesterday. If he fails to sign, please return it to 
me. Yours truly, W. R. HAMMOND. 

P. S.—I have just telephoned Mr. Rice and read 
to bim the above agreement, having failed to find 
youin. He insists on longer time. I have told him 
I would leave it with you and extend the time to 
Wo'clock.

Mr. Rice's Rejoinder. 

Tt was not long before Judge Hanrmond was 
handed the following communication from Mr. 
Rice: 

Judge W. R. Hammond: Dear Sir—Replying to 
your note of this date, in which yourefer to a fail- 
ure to azree on yesterday, I have to say that it is in- 
explicable to me that ycu did not and do not see 
from my letter entire concurrence in the request for 
a perfectiy fairly conducied primary election, That 
has been, and now is, my position. 

In your first letter you refer to certain qualifica- 
tions for voters in the primary, and also to certain 
other conditions. This occurs to you as proper on 
your part, but when I respond to that subject of your 
letter you protest that eny suggesiion coming from 
me in that regard is offensive to you and the com- 
mittee, and constitutes dictation. Whercin or 
wherefore a different rule shonid apply in this mat- 
ter, as between the candidates, Iam at a loss to un- 
derstand; besides, the very agreement which ycu 
propose as a request to the executive committee, 
itself contains qualifications and conditions, and 
would, if your point is well taken, as to diciation, 
amount to such dic’ation to the committee. 

While Iam cordial in my joinderin the request 
for a meeting of the commitiee, it must at the same 
time be understood that I insist upon equal repre- 
septation in the management of the primary. 

I propose the following fermof an agreement, 
which, in my judgment, fairly includes everything 
neeesfary or proper, and avoids any sceming dicta- 
tion to the committee, of which you complain and 
protest.

THE GEORGIA GOOD TEMPLARS. 


No Truth in the Kumors of Secession From 
the Right Worthy Grand Lodge. 


Some sensation has been created among the 
Good Templars of Georgia by a published 
rumor that the Georgia grand lodge had served 
notice of withdrawal from the right worthy 
grand lodge. ; 

And what made the rnmer more sensational 
was the statement that the negro was'the bone 
of contention. 

The grand lodge of Georgia has recently 
been in session in Savannah. At that meeting 
Rev. M. J. Cofer was elected grand worthy 
chief templar. That gentleman happened to 
be in the city yesterday, and soon found him- 
self in the hands of a ConsTITUTION reporter. 

‘What about the rumored split in the Good 
Templars?” he was asked. 

‘*The first I heard of it was in the newspa- 
pers. There was not a word speken on the 
question in the grand lodge in Savannah, and 
subordinate lodges are not at all disturbed by 
this question, and we anticipate no farther 
trouble about it.’’ 

“What was the origin of this trouble?” 

“The English grand lodge insisted that color 
should not be known inthe order. This was 
about twelve years ago. The nght Mens A 
grand lodge refused to consider the Englis 
demand, After negotiation, lasting for years, 
it was decided that in places where race or 
language required it, dual grand lodges could 
exist. This settlement was perfectly satisfac- 
tory to the southern grand lodges.” 

“Was this subject in any manner renewed in 
Savannah ?”’ 2 

“Only by the annual reports of the grand 
officers, who reported that the matter had 
been satisfactorily settled as stated before.” 

‘What is the general condition of the order 
in Georgia?” 

‘The utmost harmony prevails in the mem- 
bership. We are out of debt, and have already 
begun an aggressive campaign. Old lodges 
are being reorganized, and new lodges are 
ready forthe instituting officers. We confi- 
dently expect to add tifty new lodges to the 
roll this year.” 

“What part do you intend to play in local 
politics ?”’ ? 

‘Each member of the order must decide for 
himself. The order is pledged against partisan 
warfare.”’
